Lake Management Plan should be trashed 


It isn't often we get disturbed over some pending rule 
or legislation, but the proposed Lake Charlevoix 
Management Plan is causing us to have serious doubts 
about the controls that the members of the committee 
want to place on the entire watershed of Lake Charlevoix. © 

First, we find the plan not very conducive to progress. 
Every time we read through it we are convinced that the 
planners want to put up a fence somewhere about Clare, 
and not let anyone else come up to our area for their en- 
joyment. - 

We should remember that the biggest factor in growth 
of this area and other areas of the north is the tourist in- 
dustry. Without it, many who live in this area would not be 
able to survive. The jobs provided by that industry, from 
the small service positions to those of carpenters, site 
planners and developers would not be in existence. We 
feel the lake plan would eliminate many of those working 
in the labor force. 

Two parties have filed minority reports, and Boyne 
City's City Manager has also submitted negative reports 
concerning the plan. All have merit and should be con- 
sidered by the planners. 

Taking all of the objections in mind, cost, control, enfor- 
cement, and the additional bureaucracy involved, we 
think the planners should tell the committee that spent 
three years developing the plan thank-you, but you have 
come up with unenforceable solutions to what may be a 
perceived problem concerning the usage of the Jake. 

Those interests trying to control usage of the take should 
remember it is only about two months out of twelve that 
the lake gets somewhat busy. The controls that they are 
asking for would have to be in effect 12 months of a year 
inorder to be enforced those two months. 

Those trying to control the residential development 
around the lake are only concerned with what they think a

lake should look like in their eyes. The committee has 
forgotten what the lake was like back around the turn of 
the century when it was a lake of commerce. Nowhere in 
the proposed plan are those interests discussed. It seems 
like they only want to control the amount and numbers of 
condos located on the waterfront. 

If the rules the group is proposing pass, then commer- 
cial use of the lake is forgotten. Who knows if 50 to 100 
years from now, commercial boating will again come back 
to move goods to other ports around the great lakes. With 
rules, areas for commercial marine activities will not be 
plowed: Again, a loss of potential jobs for those who live 

ere. 

And control would be taken away from those areas 
that already have control. Like cities with home-rule char- 
ters. Why should they give up their rights toa county wide 
group? So taxes can grow higher? 

Sure, the plan says everything presently here will be 
grandfathered. But that sounds an awful lot like the “I got 
mine, you can’t have yours” syndrome. 

Other parts of the plan also leave a lot to be desired. 
Why, for instance, does the plan have to control areas 
being controled by other governing agencies? Doesn't the 
Corps of Engineers or the DNR doa good enough job? And 
what about the other county agencies a land owner has to 
deal with, don’t they doanything? 

We think our lake is fine as it is. It is a fast flushing lake, 
still on the young side, with good water quality. The 
shoreline around the lake has a large amount of un- 
developed frontage, probably because those that own and 
pay taxes on it are not willing to split it up into the small 
parcels of yesteryear. Determining the amount of boat 
docks by frontage owned is not good planning in our eyes. 

And making trades of frontage for boat interests isn’t 
making life any easier for those who may want to have a 


boat in the future on land where they have traded away 
boat rights. We feel they will just put out another dock 
anyway. 
anyway. 

Perhaps the biggest reason to discard the plan is the 
cost. 

Who is going to enforce all of the rules? Who is going to 
pay for the enforcement? How many more governmental 
workers do we need tocarry out the rules of the plan? How 
many more questions can be raised on how the plan will be 
funded? 

We don't see any answers coming from the county 
planners or those who helped write the management plan. 


We think the planners had better go back to the 
drawing board and come up with some reasonable an- 
swers before any of the plan gets approved. 

That is why we are asking those from areas not even in 
visual contact with the lake, to come to the public 
meetings the county is organizing to hear input concer- 
ning the plan.

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“School Open” program to curb deaths Farm numbers 
decline in state, 


Pedestrians accounted for 42 
percent of the 96 youngsters aged 
5 through 14 who died in traffic 
across the state last year, and 
AAA Michigan is sponsoring a 
statewide “School’s Open-Drive 
Carefully” program to help 
reduce that statistic. 

“Last year, most school-related 
pedestrian deaths happened after 
3 p.m., during warm weather 
months and in densely populated 
areas,” said Robert V. Cullen, 
AAA Michigan Safety and Traffic 
manager. “We urge motorists to 
pay special attention to young 
pedestrians in the afterncon now 
that schools are open.” 

AAA Michigan studies show 
that school-related pedestrian 
deaths last year occurred most 
frequently on Thursday and 
Friday, with the student-rather 
than the driver-most often at 
fault. More than half happened at 
mid-block where motorists do not 
expect to see pedestrians. 

Over the past five years, an 
average 93 Michigan youngsters 
aged 5 through 14 died in traffic. 
During that same time, an 
average 10,635 youngsters were 
injured in traffic. The five-year 
fatal-injury average rose eight 
percent from 1982. 

While the 40 pedestrian deaths 


last year accounted for the largest 
number of traffic fatalities in the 5 
through 14 age group, 21 percent 
of those killed were bicyclists. 
Nineteen percent were 
passengers in a vehicle and the 
rest were classified as “other.” 

Cullen said parents should walk 
to school with their youngsters 
until the route can be traveled 
safely by the child and these 
safety rules are learned: 

© Cross only at intersections- 
never between parked cars. 

¢ Check al) directions before 
crossing streets and stay alert for 
cars turning on both green and 
red lights. 

¢ Obey safety patrollers and 
crossing guards. 

¢ Walk on the sidewalk. If no 
sidewalk, walk facing traffic. 

* Follow the safest route to 
school, using streets with low traf- 
fic volume and controlled inter- 
sections. 

e When waiting for a bus, 
stand in a safe place away from 
the roadway. 

© Neverretriev anything near 
the bus wheels unless the bus 
driver is alerted. 

To help reduce the number of 
school-age pedestrian deaths and 
injuries, AAA Michigan will con- 
duct 400 safety patrol training 


during regular office hours.
